This tinder ordinary circumstances would 
mean stationary or falling wafer here by 
Thursday afternoon, but with the heavy rains 
of to-day and the thoroughly saturated con- 
dition of the earth the river seems to respond 
lns'*ntly to rainfall. Nobody thought to-day 
the water would exceed 70 feet. Pearl street 
Is now navigable from end to end by skiffs. 
At the market bouse on Broadway there h 
nearly OVe feet on the floor. 


Nothing v»us beard from Lawrenceburg till 


to-night, when a News-Journal special fells 
that; the wliid bad no specially disastrous ef- 
fect, though last night and to-day has boon a 
period ot great anxiety. The river rose last 
night IS to 14 Inches. Bouses still continue 
to float from their foundations.

Strange Story of A* Unpnmed Ship. 


San Francllco Call. 


A captain of a whaling ship just milvert 


from ouo of the South American ports haa 
had a peculiar and unusual experience. The 
ahlrf was sent out from Boston In November, 
1880, with orders to- proceed \a_ tho Pacltto 
arctic. News coming fron) herstated In about 
ayear that she had reported at SUTIelena 
Island, and would report there again. Tho 
owner, amazed at sneh news, sent out an old 
and trusted captain to take tho ship when she 
should report again at St. Helena, The tap- 
tain proceeded, via London, to his destination. 
and aCtof remaining slxty-fivn days, returned 
to Doslon and reported that the mysteriously 
absent whaler had not been heard of. Tbo 
owner then notified all American comnls In 
oorU where tho rovtnc whaler might put in 
to detain her In such case. Itows was at last 
received that Iho missing ship had reported 
at Tumbos, Peru, and thither the searching 
captain proceeded, foaud the ship, and took 
her In charge. When the whaler left Boston 
for tho Pacific arctic she bad proceeded neatly 
to Cap* Born when «he "took a Rale," and 
next put Ip at tne Paulkland Islands and 
after staying thoro forty-five days proceeded 
to St. Helena, When the searcher was at 
St, Hileo* the whaler bid pined there «nd
